The burning of the bridge over Oconee 
river somewhat deranged the usual rou- 
tine of travel of a number who reside at 
Decatur and Stone Mountaire. These 
gentlemen usually left for home either 
at half past seven on the freight train or 
at half past ten on the regular passenger 
train. Neither of these trains leaving on 
Saturday night caused some consterna- 
tion among our suburban friends. Those 
living at Decatur walked home. Three 
gentlemen living at Stone Mountain left 
bere at !l] Pp. um, and reached home at 
$30 a.M. They say they rode in a 
wagon, but one of them is a celebrated 
Walker. 

The Oconee bridge was one of the 
best on the Georgia railroad and was of 
the ‘‘Fink iron suspension” pattern. The 
down train reached the bridge Friday 
night, aud found it io flames, and im- 
pasrible. 

Tne August Consti!utionslist says that 
as soon as daylight appeared, Conductor 
EK. B. Purceli, with the assistance of 
John Lark, a fireman, volunteered tu 
cross the Oconee river in a dilapidated 
batteau, dragging a rope, with which, ip 
connection with a flatboat obtained in 
the neighborhood, to establish a ferry. 
On the second trial, and at the imminent 
risk ot their lives, this was accomplished, 
and the passengers ap’! bayyvaye of both 
traigs safely transferred.

FROM AUGUSTA, 

‘pox’? TO THE FRONT—WESTERN VISITORS 
IN AUGQUSTA-~-~- ENTHUSIASTIC COMPLI- 
MENTs TO ATLANTA, LOCAL MATTEKS 

Aveusta, Ga., March 18, 1876. 
“My master is of churlish disposition, 

And little recks to find the way to heaven 

By doing deeds of hospitality.” 

All our hotels were crowded with 
guests last night. The excursion party 
from the several northwestern states ar- 
rived here yesterday, and it was with 
some difficulty that they found accom- 
modation for all. However, there was 
no co rplaint heara from them and they 


were all finaily well stored away. 
They left Augusta this 
morning ut seven o'clock 
for Port Royal, where they will remaiw 
several hours berore proceeding to Sa- 
vannah. 

It is very much to be deplored that no 
effort was made by the authorities of 
Augusta, to give these gentlemen and 
ladies some assurance of vur hospitality. 
It is certain that many of our inost 
promiuent merchants wou'd have con- 
tributed liberally to any enterprise tha! 
could have been proposed by the mayo: 
and council looking toward the proper 
entertainment of our western friends. -- | 
It was navural that the citizens should | 
expect the city au‘horities to make the 
first move in tis direction. But the 
mayor said it would do u 
no good, and the council silently acqui- 
esced. Last night | had the pleasure of 
meting some of the representatives o1 
the press woo accompanied the north 
western party,aud they told me that they 
had been informed by. many prominent 
citizens of Augusta that the entire blame 
rested upon tbe mayor and his council. 
A aumber of our merchants and other 
citizens did what they could io a quie 
way to make the excursionisis enjoy 
themselves while here. Why it did noi 
occur to the mayor that it would be we!) 
to show them the canal, I cannot 
conceive. If it is the intention ol 
the authorities were to make any efforts 
to induce outside capitalists to buud fac- 
tories Op our great canal,and in that way 
utilize its increased volume of water, 
surely they will never bave a better op- 
portunity to begin. There were many 
gentiemen of large capital in the purty, 
and besides this, the e were members vu! 
the press from uve or six differeut states 
who would have given the Canula wide 
and available reputation. That an offi- 
cial invitat on extended to these gentie- 
men to visit any of our important insti- 
tutions would have resulted in an imme- 
diate ivflux of dollurs and _ cents 
or other valuables, I of course do not 
betieve. But thatis a narrow and igno 
ble policy which looks only to immediate 
results. However, leaving out the 
question of advantage or policy alto 
gether, it seems to me that common pro 
priety would have induced the mayor 
and his couacil to pay some attention to 
these representative men of the grea! 
west. lam sure that the best citizens 
would have sustained them in such pro- 
ceedings. But now our wes‘eru friends 
are gone, and the opportnpity is gone 
with them. It would have been well to 
give them a banquet or other substantial 
compliment, but the mayor thought it 
not worth while, and his council as- 
sented. 

_ Those geatlemen I met last night were 
lavish of praise when speaking of the 
hospitality of your enterprising city. 
They say they never met kinder people 
aod that they were greatly impressed 
with the public spirit manifested by your 
city officials. They spoke with enthusi - 
asm of the geographical beauty of our 
state, and seemed to be convinced of the 
natural resources at ourcommand. They 
were pleased with the relation existing 
between the white and black populations 
of Georgia, aud really had met with 
nothing that bad impressed them unfa- 
vorably. '

‘They too 
were exceslent farmers of the Pennsylva- 
nia school. And for myself, I was raised 
in the city of Philadelphia; at about 16 

years of age went ina wholesale anu 
retail grocery, remaining at said business 
about six years. Afterwards was 

connected with the Philadelphia 
Daily Morning Times and otber papers 

as collector and advertising agent. From 
the foregoing statements you will have a 

clear understanding about whether my 

ancesters or myself ‘Shave been in the 
habit of growing the staple commodity 

of the south” or not, I would be plessed 

if Icould only give it the knott that Proc- 

tor gave Dulath a few years age, it would 
bea splendid advertisement for your 

section but [ might not be so modest as 
Proctor was, as to refuse the tender of 
the hospitalities of that section of coun- 
ty that | propose to see it at an early 

date. If 1 should locate in the territory 

of the cotton belt it is very probable that 
| wou.d raise a limited amount or quan- 
ity of the staple of the svutnh. 

Although I have lived and farmed 
in a wheat raising country, | have never 
raised wheat as part of my business for 
the reason that my figures make a show 
ing that it cost 70 cents per bushel to 
raise it, and sell it at 90 cents or $1 00 
per bushel, leaving a margin of 20 or 8U 
cents profit per bushel and in many 
seusons get from 15 to 20 per acre. Such 
a standard of profits ($3 00 or $4 00) 
per acre, is not up to my requirements 
and expectations, consequentiy I have 
practised what w termed diversified 
farming. Never make a hobby of any 
particular crop, but make selections o1 
crops that will probably prove the most 
profitable on an average, year after year, 
and then continue to grow them year 
after, whether there isa prospect of the 
markets being glutted or not, and never 
vary from that system only under extra- 
ordimary circumstances, 

My style of farming is to have a 
reasonable number of cows, or brood 
mares, sheep, and all the hogs that I can 
keep in prime condition, ready for the 
market any moment, (the same as re-— 
gards sheep), produce all the first quality 
of butter possible. My principal crops 
have been potatoes (lrish), onions, to 
matoes, hay, and largely in small fruits 
and if I make your section my home, I 
propose to go into the larger fruits also. 
By tollowing the above routine, a farmer 
may have # loss on some one of 
the enumerated products of his 
farm, brought about by the demand for 
such an article largely” exceeding the 
supply in some previous year, the year 
toilowing the one of loss, everv farmer is 
excited over the profits of others, drops 
out of his usual routine, puts in a large 
acreage of the crop so profitable the sca- 
son before, many of bis neighbors and 
others do the same, to the exclusion of 
o* her crops; the result is as before stated 
a decline and loss to the producer. To 
obviate or correct such losses the farmer 
should make his selection of produce and 
continue to raise such produce year after 
yeur in certain quantities and not. allow 
uimselt to become so much excited over 
tie success of otkers by some spccial 
crop, as to deviate from his usual routine, 
of crops. By following such a course 
tue average of years will be a large 
profit, thisis my experience. 

To illustrate, suppose potatoes to sell 
for three years at 50 cts. per bushel, one 
year at $1.00 per bushel, one year at 20 
cents per bushel, another year at 5) cts. | 
per, busbel, you will find the average to 
be about 50 ceuts per bushel, the fore-
